The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the "Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the inten/iew. In the case of a telephonic Interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If addittonai correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form shoukl be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communicatk>n.

-An identiftcatton of the claims discussed 

-An identifk^atton of the specific prior art discussed 

-An tndtcatkKi whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nattire of the agreement (may be by attachment of a copy 
of amemiments or claims agreed as being allowable). (Agreements as to attowaiMlity are tentative and do not restrict further £u;iion by the examiner to the 
contrary.) 

-The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview 

- Names of other Patent and Traitemark Office personnel present. 

The Form also contains a statement reminding the applicant of his responsibility to record the substance of the Inten/iew. 

It is de^reabta that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his ot}ligatk>n to record the substance of the inten/iew in each case unless both applicant and 
examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when It Is adequately recorded on ttie 
Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner shouM chedt a box at the ttottom of the Form informing the applicant that he need not supplement ihe form by 
submitting a sepaiate record of the substance ol the interview. 

It should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form witi not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview unless it includes, 
or is supplemented bv the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the appHcabJe items required be\ow concerning the substance of the interview: 

A conrtptete and proper recordation of the substanca of any interview should include at least the toitowlng applicat^ items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of specific prior art discussed, 

4) an identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the Interview Summary 
Form completed by the examiner, 

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner. The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or 
elaborata. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature 
or thrust of the principal arguments made to the examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to 
emphasize and fuily describe those arguments which he feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner, 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Stimmary Form completed by the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete or accurate, the examiner will give the 
applicant one month from the date of the notifying letSer or the remainder of any period for response, whichever is longer, to complete the response and thereby avoid 
abandonment of the application (37 CFR 1 .135(c) ). 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicant's summary of what took place at the interview should be carefully checked to determine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the interview. If there is an inaccuracy and i! bears directly on the question of patentability, it should be pointed out in the nejEt Office iettar. If the 
claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the ex^mmr should sond a letter setting forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. If the record is 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication "Interview record OK" on the paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and 
the examiner's initials. 
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
